Strange Race of Ancient Britons 
Among the races of human "kind 
which Away back of history’s records 
passed like clouds over various parts 
of the earth one of the most puzzling 
to ethnologists Is that of the early 
bronze age men who dwelt in Aber¬ 
deenshire, Scotland, and are supposed 
to have constructed the special forms 
of stone circles whose remains are 
now found there. These men differed 
significantly from all the prehistoric 
racial types previously determined In 
Britain. They were remarkably 
broadheaded, and their average sta¬ 
ture was only five feet three inches, 
as shown by* skeletons. The British 
neolithic race was markedly long 
headed, and the bronze age race, 
which built the roupd tumuli, was also 
long headed and tall.

It Is fluestionable if the average 
yield pef acre'In Ontario Is muck-more 
than 6/o pounds of milk. If- loyal, 
whole-hearted support Is' given to the 
local foatpry and to our national lu- 
dustry of dairying, the farm and the 
dairy herd will be made far more 
productive. Great help will be derived 
by keeping Individual records of eakh 
cow, because the old-established, com¬ 
placent "average” cow has no Inten¬ 
tion whatever of assisting the average 
patron to get 3,000 pounds of milk 
from the aveiage acre. The first nec¬ 
essary step is to know for eertain that 
each cow is a good producer, then one 
may aim with mce hope at 530 or 540 
per acre.

grpnlte, 35 feet high and 6 feet thick, 
the whole surmounted with the motto, 
“Neither snow, nor* rain,'nor heat, nor 
gloom of night stays these couriers 
from the swift completion of their ap¬ 
pointed rounds.’’ 

Some 165,000 cubic feet of granite^ 
18,000 tons of steel, 7,00.0,000 brlcljB, 
and 200,000 square feet of glass hare 
been used In the construction of tnls 
building. A remarkable feature of the 
building Is that It has no foundation 
but rests on steel beams held up over 
the railway tracks by pillars. The 
beams are about 12 feet deep and 4 
feet acrosc, and enclosed In concrete. 
It is claimed for the building that it Is 
the lightest in the city, there being 
windows everywherei 

At the back of the public entrance 
Is the expansive work room, said to be 
the largest in the country, 206 feet 
long and 160 feet wide, with not a col¬ 
umn to break the space, except around 
the edge. Three spans, each compris¬ 
ing two open girders, enclosed in plas¬ 
ter, cross the room from north to 
-south. The-e spans, however, are far 
more than they appear to the naked 
eye. For years the government has 
found it necessary to have an inspec¬ 
tion system to' safeguard Its business 
against dishonest employes The wide 
spans that arch, over the -big Work¬ 
room were designed to permit inspect¬ 
ors to move about in them comfort¬ 
ably.

, An Absolute Vacuum 
What would seem to he an absolute 
vacuum may be produced in an ea- 
tremely simple manner. There is em¬ 
ployed a test tube (a tube of glass 
closed at one end), which in this par¬ 
ticular case must be composed of a 
kind of glass t^iat melts only at • 
very high temperature. Into the tube Is 
poured molten glass of another kind 
which melts at a comparatively lew 
temperature." When the latter has 
cooled, thus forming a solid mass com¬ 
pletely filling the tube, a suction pump 
is attached to tbs open end of ths 
tube, and heat is then applied until 
the softer glass inside is again melt¬ 
ed. The next 3te- is to withdraw ths 
molten glass by means of the pump, 
enough being left to close the en» of 
the tube completely, when it Is allow¬ 
ed to cool once more. As no air can 
enter the space left vacant by tbw 
withdrawal of the molten mass, a per¬ 
fect vacuum, it is believed, is produced 
there.—St. Louis Republic.

WELL KEPT FARM RECORDS 


Flying Train at Eight Hundred Mile* 
an Hour 

Tbe*atest thing In engineering I* 
a flying train, without wheel*, wing* 
or any kind of motor, capable, It I* 
said, of travelling at anything be¬ 
tween 300 and 6uo mile* an hour! 

The inventor of tbis new "speeder" 
is Mr. Emile Bachelet, a French gen¬ 
tleman by blrtb, who told the Lord 
Mayor of London that, "we could 
bring your malls from Liverpool to 
London in less than an bour, add 
give you luty- deliveries a day.” 

The principle of the flying train -is 
very simple- F^or many years it has 
been known that a magnetic coll of a 
certain type when charged by an al- 
ternating current repels, instead of at¬ 
tracting, current metals. Mr. Bachelet 
has succeeded in so increasing this 
power of repulsion ns to be able to 
use it to counteract the force of grav¬ 
ity and keep solid bodies floating in 
the air—"levitated” as ipodern magic¬ 
ians would say. 

He showed the Lord Mayor that a 
slab' of aluminum weighing several 
pounds floats in the afr above such 
a coil like a coik on water, and can 
only be pressed down into contact 
with it by the exercise of immense 
force. Yet the same streams of ener¬ 
gy which support the aluminum slab 
passed through a similar plate of steel 
or through the human hand without 
any effect 

When the Lord Mayor held an alu¬ 
minium disc on bis palm over the 
magnetic Held, the disc waB tossed 
Into the air, apparently by witchcraft, 
but the Lord Mayor felt not the 
slightest senbation. The application 
of this force to purposes of traction is 
obvioua. 

For his working model the Inventor 
bag built a car with aluminium plates 
underneath. Against these plates 
play streams of energy from a num¬ 
ber of colla placed at short intervals; 
the car ia thus lifted from* the track 
and loses ail apparent weight, the 
force of gravity being exactly coun¬ 
terbalanced. The car is, in fact, 
floating on the air. and can he moved 
laterally by the lightest touch. 

Powerful magnets at much wider 
intr.-vals than the “repulsion CJtls” 
draw {be car swlffty along, as a 
needle can be drawn along the surface 
of the water by similar means, and as 
air resistance is the only opposing 
force, the speed attained might well 
be terrific. 

One of the most astonishing things 
about Mr. Bacbelet's repulsion coils 
is that a single one_pf them, costing 
about twenty-five cents, can keep 
something like 40 pounds of alumin¬ 
ium floating above it, entirely de¬ 
prived of weight so loDg as the cur¬ 
rent continues. 

The colls resemble cotton spools 
some three inches in diameter and 
the same In length, copper wire tak¬ 
ing the place of the cotton, and the 
hole in the spool being filled with a 
bundle or “faggot” of iron wire. As 
the spool stands on end it isLfrom this 
“faggoted iron core” that tne stream 
of energy rushes upwards against 
the downward pull of gravity. 

The invention is said to be so far 
perfected that a mile of line on which 
cars are capable of carrying 100 
pounds of mail matter might bo run 
at 300 miles an hour could be built 
within three months. It would cost 
less than $25,000 a mile, according to 
the inventor, to supply such a ser¬ 
vice. 

Whether a service of heavy trams 
for passe.igers or goods would ever 
be commercially feasible is another 
question. 

Efforts are i.lready being made to 
seoure the model railway for one of 
.the summer exhibitions in London as 
[a popular-spectacle, but Mr. Bachelet 
is more keen on getting to commer¬ 
cial business. A 

He docs not suggest that he has 
as yet made a “flying carpet” which 
will carry human beings round the 
world at 500 miles an hour. He fully 
realizes that there are various en¬ 
gineering difficulties to be met, but 
he believes that he lias already de¬ 
monstrated the practicability of a 
mail carrier that will go at least 300 
miles an hour. 


Prof. Gray of Saskatoon Speaks Be- J Methodist Conference Would Hav*

Gray, of Saskatoon, laid strong em¬ 
phasis on the \'alue of well-kept farm 
records and farm accounts. Toat the 
farmer who wishes to get results from 
the application of bis labor must 
practice business principles, end that 
he must be thoroughly^ conversant with 
the practical side of farming, was im¬ 
perative. Haphazard methods must in¬ 
evitably lead to loss. 

^—Records were divided Into thrte 
classes—first, record oi miscellaneous 
facts and evenls; second, financial re¬ 
cords designed to show profit and loss 
and external relationship of farmer; 
third, system of cost accounts. The 
Old-time farmer kept these things in 
his head- Under modern conditions, 
such practice is not suitable 
Dean Rutherford addressed the con¬ 
vention on the “mission of the college 
graduate.” He traced the history of 
agricultural education, and declared 
that the methods of most progressive 
farmers were really the outcome of ex¬ 
periments carried out at colleges. 

* Mr. Dunning developed the com¬ 
munity idea in opening his sddress, 
dwelling on the necessity' of instilling 
into growing manhood the love of 
farm and home. He enumeartod many 
obstacles to successful co-opcration 
among farmers, stowing plainly that 
these obstacles are placed there by the 
farmer to a great extenf.

agent of the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way, Winnipeg; Dr. J. G. Rutherford, 
superintendent of agriculture and ani¬ 
mal industry, department t>f natural 
resources, Canadian Pacific Railway, 
Calgary ; Arthur Hooker, secretary of 
the International Irrigation congress, 
which is to meet in Calgary on OCt, 
t, 6, 7, 8. 9*of this year; L- O. Arm¬ 
strong, lecturer for the Canadisn Pac¬ 
ific Railway, Montreal; Frank Adams, 
who is in charge of irrigation investi¬ 
gations in the University of Califor¬ 
nia, Berkeley; C. L. Smith, agricultur¬ 
ist for the O. R. & N. railway, Port¬ 
land, Oregon; J- W. Eastham, botan¬ 
ist to the Dominion government.

fallow. Professor E. W. Elliott, prin¬ 
cipal of tho government' agricultural 
school at Olds, Alberta, ia Impressing 
upon hia students the advantages of 
having live Stockton the farm. His 
school Is discouraging the idea that 
a farmer can grow wheat alone and 
live. Professor Elllctt-even ventured 
to say that the wheat f&rqm of the 
west at prebent are not pfffcing ex¬ 
penses.

“Let women go upon the platform 
and speak upon political questions, 
saying no word of suffrage,” said a 
speaker at the inaugural meeting of 
the Political Equality League In To¬ 
ronto. It would prove’, he said, the 
best suffrage argument they could 
offer. Let them take hold of every 
great public question, and make It 
a servant of suffrage, showing men 
bow to make politics clean. Another 
! speaker on that occasion said of the 
"new woman” that she Is merely the 
newly-awakened woman. Contrary to 
tbTAisual contention of men, woman’s 
great fault has been silence. It was

"I mean.of our Amer¬ 
ican blood, which is not drawn from 
any other country, which Is not draw* 
from any other stock, which is not 
drawn from any one languago in the 
world, but free men everywhere have 
sent their country In order to make 
that great compounded nation which 
consists of all the sturdy elements and 
of all tt,e v best elements of the whole 
globe. I listened again to this list 
with a profound interest at the mix¬ 
ture of the names, for the names bear, 
the marks of the several national 
stocks frem which these men cam*. 
But they are not Irishmen or Germans 
or Frenchmen or Hebrews any more. 
They were Americans, every one of 
them, and were no different in their 
Americanism because of the stock 
from which they came."

AFRICA'S DIAMONDS 


The first diamond .discovered in 
Griqualand, South Africa, was found 
by the children of a Dutch farmer, 
who for a time used it as a plaything 
The stone was sent to Capetown, 
where its true nature as a diamond 
was recognized, and it was subsequent¬ 
ly forwarded to the Paris Exposition, 
where it was sold for $2,500. This 
valuable discovery soon led to other 
researches, and diamonds were un¬ 
earthed in various places in Griqua- 
land West, with the result that in 
October 27, 1871, the country of the 
Griquas, a mixed race sprung from 
Dutch settlers and native women, was 
formally annexed by Great Britain. 
Diamond hunting was at first confined 
to t tie banks of the Vaal river, but 
in the year of the British occupation 
mines Were opened In the locality 
known as the dry diggings, which has 
Bince received the name of Kimberley. 
In 1872 the world was startled by the 
discovery of the Stewart diamond of 
283% carats. The daily output of the 
consolidated mines at Kimberley is 
now valued at $1,100,000.

“So much, however, is certain,” 
said the poet, “that if they succeed 
in cutting such a canal thai ships of 
any burden and size can be navigat¬ 
ed through it from the Mexican Gulf 
to the Pacific Ocean, innumerable ben¬ 
efits would result to the whole human 
race, civilized and uncivilized. But I 
should wonder if the United States 
were to let an opportunity escape of 
getting such work into their own 
hands. It may be foreseen that this 
young state, with its decided predilec¬ 
tion to the west, will in thirty or for¬ 
ty years have occupied and peopled 
tbe large trgee of land beyond the 
Rocky Mountains. It may, further¬ 
more, be foreseen that along tbe 
whole coast of the Pacific Ocean, 
where nature has already formed the 
most capacious and secure harbors, 
important commercial towns will 
gradually arise for the furtherance of 
a great Intercourse between China and 
the East Indies and the United States. 
• * • I therefore repeat that It 
is absolutely indispensable for the 
United States to effect a passage from 
the Mexican Gulf to the Pacific 
Ocean; and I am certain that they 
will do it."

LAND REGULATIONS ' 

T HE sole head of a family, or any 
mate over 18 years old, may home¬ 
stead a quaiter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba. Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the District. 
Entry by proxy may be made at the 
office of any Local Agent at Dominion 
Lands (not sub-agent), on certain con¬ 
ditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. *”A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may-pre erupt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi¬ 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 

a uired to earn homestead patent) and 
3 acres extra cultivation. The area of 
cultivation ie subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stoney land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 

E re-emption may take a purchased 
omestead in certain districts. Price. 
83 per acre. Duties—Must reside^six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
50 acres and erect a house worth 8300.
